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IHCP reimburses EMS provider agencies for 
COVID-19 vaccines administered by basic EMTs 
Effective immediately, under the Governor’s Executive Order 20-51, the Indiana 

Health Coverage Programs (IHCP) will reimburse Emergency Medical Services (EMS) 

provider agencies for the administration of coronavirus disease 2019 (COVID-19) 

vaccinations when provided by a basic emergency medical technician (EMT). 

IHCP Bulletins BT2020118 and BT2020129 announced that the IHCP will reimburse 

IHCP-enrolled EMS provider agencies for administering vaccines, including COVID-19 

vaccine administration, when provided by a paramedic or advanced emergency 

medical technician (AEMT). 

Billing guidance applicable to all eligible EMS providers can be found in IHCP Bulletins BT2020118 and BT2020129.
